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On June 8, 2016, the Attorney General of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, by 

and through his Office of Rate Intervention ("AG"), and the Lexington-Fayette Urban 

County Government ("LFUCG") (collectively "AG/LFUCG") filed a Motion for Deviation. 

In support of their motion, AG/LFUCG stated that on June 6, 2016, they electronically 

filed their responses to Commission Staff's ("Staff") and Kentucky-American Water 

Company's ("KAWC") requests for information.1 The AG/LFUCG stated that 807 KAR 

5:001 , Sections 8(3) and 8(12)(a), required that a paper copy of the electronically filed 

documents also be filed.2 The AG/LFUCG further stated that ordering paragraph 3.a. of 

the Commission's February 22, 2016 Order required an original in paper medium of 

responses be filed with the Commission? The AG/LFUCG stated that it intended to file 

a paper copy of all the responses except for the articles of one of their experts, J. 

Randall Woolridge ("Woolridge Articles").4 The AG/LFUCG stated that the seven

volumes of Woolridge Articles contain in excess of 5,000 pages, and it would require 

excessive time, money, and paper to print, tab, and compile this portion of the filing.5 

Having reviewed the motion and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the 

Commission finds that AG/LFUCG have established good cause to deviate from 807 

KAR 5:001 , Sections 8(3) and 8(12)(a}, and to also deviate from ordering paragraph 

3.a. of the Commission's February 22, 2016 Order. We find that we should allow the 

filing of the Woolridge Articles in electronic format only. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1. AG/LFUCG's motion to deviate from 807 KAR 5:001 , Sections 8(3) and 

8(12)(a), and from ordering paragraph 3.a of the Commission's February 22, 2016 

Order is granted, and AG/LFUCG are not required to file the Woolridge Articles in 

paper format.
